DOCTOR DESCRIBES 
NEW FIVE - MINUTE 
PREGNANCY TEST 


NEW YORK, Jan. 24 (AP)—A 
new test for pregnancy that takes 
only five minutes and cafi be per- 
formed in any doctor’s office was 
described last night. 

Dr. Maxwell Roland told of th 
method before the gynecology and 
obstetrics section of the New York 
Academy of Medicifie. 

He said the test would indicate 
pregnancy within a day or so 
after a woman first believes she 
is pregnant. 

Dr. Roland said the test in- 
volves microscopic examination of 
mucus from the cervix to defer- 
mine the presence or absence of 


estrogens and progesterone. 

The doctor said his test had 
proved accurate in 500 cases, but 
he still considered the report 
“preliminary.” 

The same test, he said, can be 
used to show whether a woman 
is fertile, and whether various 
symptoms in a woman going 
through menopause cone. from 
méntal catises or front lack of 
sufficient hormones.

ARE 1064 IN WEEK; 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 PG 
A week’s rise of 1064 in Korean 
war casualties—the smallest week- 
ly increase since late in Novem- 
ber—was reported today by the 
Defense Department. The new to- 
tal was 46,201. 

By comparison, the depart- 
ment’s figure on new casualties 
last week was 2424. Last Septem- 
ber, there’ was one week when it 
reported 4974—the largest week- 
ly figure reported for the. war. 

The new cumulative fotal in- 
cludes casualties whose next of 
kin were notified mid- 
night, Jan. 19, It compares with 
45,137 in the department’s last 
previous weekly report. 

Total Army casualties were 37,- 
935, Navy 519, Marines 7369, and 
Air Force 360. 

Total deaths were 7499—Army 
5971, Navy 67, Marines 1325, Air 
Force 136. 

Wounded in action were 23,792 
Army; 393 Navy, 6039 Marines, 27 
Air Force. A total of 560 Army 
men died of the wounds, nine 
Navy, 207. Marines and four Air 
Force. 

Missing in action were 8776 
Army, 68 Navy, 212 Marines and 
201 Air Force. , 

The total of 46,201 casualties 
was very close to the figure of 
47,574 in the same period of 
World War Iil—the first 205 days.

Truman set up the nine-mem- 
ber, non-partisan commission late 
yesterday,’ and named retired 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz-to head 
it. He said he would appoint 
eight other “distinguished citi- 
zens” later who would serve with- 
rout pay.

Dr. C. E. Burford, chief of the 
denartment of urology of the St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine, said the chief of the labora- 
tory of a hospital soon can de- 
tect as a probable fee splitter a 
surgeon who “removes too many 
healthy organs.” 

“Unnecessary operations and 
fees that are too high are the fre- 
quent result of an unholy al- 
liance employing a method, un- 
known to the patient, of dividing 
the spoils or fees,” he said. 

“If a hospital really wants to 
cut out this moral cancer, it can 
appoint its staff for one year. 
Without any liability, it can then 
drop the men found to be en- 
gaging in fee splitting.” 

Payments for Agents, 

Dr. Burford said that under 
fee splitting at its worst, clinics 
had sent agents to meet incom- 
ing trains. The agents earned a 
share of the fee by luring pa- 
tients into the clinic, he said. 

He told of a well-known St. 
Louis doctor, whom he did not 


patient $250 but allowed a physi- 
cian in another city, to whom he 
later referred the case for minor 
additional treatment, to collect 
the entire fee. The St. Louis doc- 
tor later learned that the out-of- 
town physician charged $800 and 
kept the difference. 

Dr. Robert C. McElvain of St. 
Louis, explained why general 
practitioners sometimes engage in 


the Missouri Chapter of the 
American Academy of General 
Practice. 

“When the general practitioner 
called in a as a con- 
sultant, the general practitioner 
sometimes lost the fee he had ex- 
pected and sometimes he lost the 
patient as well,” Dr. McElvain 
said. “To get his patient into a 
hospital, he had to refer him to 

a specialist. Then, when the pa- 
tient was pretty well milked dry, 
he was sent back with the expec- 
tation that the general practition- 
er would take over.” 

The third member of the panel, 
Dr. Willard H. Parsons of Vicks- 
burg, Miss., said fee splitting is 
the result when surgical fees are 
so high there is nothing left for 
the general practitioner who first 
handled a case. 

How To End Practice. 

The practice will end if the 
American public stops regarding 
the general practitioner as just a 
flunky and the scum of the earth, 
someone to use as a taxicab to 
take him to the hospital, and 
someone to whom you pay $5 for 
detecting an early cancer of the 
rectum and then pay a specialist 
$200 to remove it,” he said. 

Dr. Parsons said a graver dan- 
ger to the medical profession is 
the performance of surgery by 
general practitioners who are not 
competent—by “the glib one who 
keeps up on his medicine by 
reading the Readers Digest and 
keeps the patient until he is out 
of money or else until he gets 
into deep trouble and then un- 
loads him.” 

When the subject of state legis- 
lation against fee splitting came 
up, Dr. Hawley pointed out that 
many state legislators are lawyers 
and said that “the splitting of 
fees is a common practice among 
the legal profession.” 

“It is the usual thing for a 
lawyer to pay one-third of the 
fee to another lawyer who has 
referred the case. and yet they 
sit up in the legisl s and 
pass laws against fée Splitting,” 
Dr. Hawley said.

Laxity 
of game law enforcement, illicit 
market hunting, dogs, wolves, 
burning of woods and other fac- 
tors had reduced the herd until 
the kill was half of what the 
“Webb boys” had taken — with 
dozens of wildcats and catamounts 
thrown in for good measure. 

Market hunting ‘today is nearly 
stamped out. Only occasionally do 
hunters take the chance of ped- 
dling venison. Law violators, 
loose running dogs and predators 
are still a problem which must 
be coped with.

Edwin J. Anderson, president 
of the Detroit Lions of the Na- 
tional Football League, said: 
“Actually, the Lions were fully 
aware of the Government stand 
several weeks ago when Wally 
Triplett, a 4-F during World War 
II, entered military service. The 
outlines adopted by the Govern- 
ment will provide the pattern 
which we in Detroit will certainly 
follow.” 
It was recalled that in Jahuary 
1945 before the fall of Germany 
and Japan, the Army said profes- 
sional athletes would no longer be 
rejected for physical disability 
until their cases had been re- 
viewed by the War Department. 

Complaints in Last War. 

This announcement commented 
on the “inconsistency of rejecting 
an athlete for an ailment which 
is not sufficiently serious to pre- 
vent him from participating in 
professional games and_ exhibi- 
tions.” 
Representative Elston (Rep.), 
Ohio, brought up this question 
when Marshall appeared yester- 
dav to discuss the new bill. 

Elston recalled complaints dur- 
ing the last war over the rejec- 
tion of some athletes, and asked 
Marshall if the new bill contem- 
plated any relaxation in standards 
to permit men not physically 
qualified to be drafted for non- 
combat jobs.

FOR HEART MASSAGE 


Advance preparations for 
emergency heart massage if a 
patient’s heart stops beating an 
operation were recommended 
yesterday by Dr. Paul W. Schafer 
of Kansas City, Kan., chairman 
of the department of surgery of 
the University of Kansas School 
of Medicine. 


Addressing a sectional meeting 
of the American College of Sur- 
geons at Hotel Statler, he said 
every operating room should be 
equipped with an emergency kit 
for making a chest incision. Sur- 
gical i nts would be 
wrapped in a smdil piece of cloth 
with a hole in it.

Defénse Need Cited by 
Truman — $5,000,000 
Proposed for Start at 
Gavins Point,

The nation’s need for more 
electric power Has cdused a move 
to build another dam on the Mis- 
souril river as part of the Inter- 
agency plan for development of 
the Missouri basin. 

This is the proposed Gavins 
Point Dam, four miles west of 
Yankton, S. D., on the Nebraska- 
South Dakota border. President 
Truman included this structure 
as one of seven projects in vari- 
ous parts of the country for pro- 
duction of hydro-electric power, 
which he listed as important to 
national defense; in his budget 
message to Congress Jan. 15. 
Building of this dam will leave 
only one of seven big dams on 
the Missouri yet to be started. 

Budget Proposal. 

The new budget, for the 1951-52 
fiscal year, calls for $5,000,000 for 
a strong start on Gavins Point 
Dam. The Army’s Corps of En- 
gineers, which would build and 
operate this structure, have as 
their goal a start of power pro- 
duction there in April 1956. This 
is when the maximum generating 
capacity is due to be ready at the

The dam 
will be 72 feet high. It will form 
a reservoir. with capacity of 540,- 
000 acre-feet of water—a relative- 
ly small volume as Missouri river 
dams go, yet enough to cover St. 
Louis to a depth of 14 feet. 

The reservoir, with maximum 
surface area of 33,000 acres, will

Cost Put at $44,900,000. 


Gavins Point Dam, and the 
reservoir, will cost $44,900,000, 
the Army Engineers now esti- 
mate. Construction was author- 
ized as part of the Pick-Sloan 
plan adopted by Congress in 1944 
and subsequently expanded by 
the Missouri Basin Interagency | 
Committee. A basic purpose of 
this structure is to re-regulate 
the flow of the Missouri, to 
smooth the fluctuating discharges 
from Fort Randall Dam, 78 miles 
upstream. Other purposes are 
power production, flood control, 
aid to downstream ° navigation, 
and also a contribution to fish 
and wildlife conservation and to 
recreation. 

Sioux City, Ia., 92 river miles 
downstream from the Gavins 
Point site, and 760 miles above 
the mouth of the Missouri, is the 
head of the authorized nine-foot 
navigation channel on which the 
Army is working. 

The Army Engineers reported 
some time ago that extension of 
navigation, first to Yankton and 
later through five dams on the 
Missouri, to Williston, in north- 
western North Dakota, is feasible. 


Progress on Fort Randall Dam. 


Fort Randall Dam is in an ad- 
vanced stage of construction. The 
first 40,000-kilowatt generating 
unit is due to go into service 
there in April 1954, the Asso- 
ciated Press reported in a Wash- 
ington dispatch. Additional units 
of the same size are scheduled 
to be ready every three months 
thereafter, until full capacity, 
320,000 kilowatts, is attained in 
1956. Gavins Point Dam will

souri would be Big Bend, in cen- 
tral-southern South Dakota, next 
in line above Fort Randall.

In his 38-year career Dr. Lich- 
tenstein has examined more than 
50,000 addicts, many of them ju- 
veniles who started innocently or 
in a spirit of bravado. 

He emphasizes the tragic con- 
sequences of addiction, not only 
in, its direct relationship to crime 
but as a destructive force under- 
mining morals, mind and health. 
In all his career, Dr. Lichtenstein 
says, he has never seen anything 
like the marked increase in ad- 
diction among teen-agers such as 
now prevails in New York City 
and other large cities. 

Hard to Appreciate Horror. 


“Only those who come into 
daily contact with the problem, 
as I do, can appreciate the full 
horror of this situation,” he said. 
“The spreading drug habit is 
sapping at the very foundations 
of our society through its youth.” 


As he and other authorities see 
it, an intensified campaign of ed- 
ucation, as well as of law enforce- 
ment, is needed to alert the pub- 
lic to the danger. 

The users and potential users 
among teen-agers must be con- 
vinced, medical experts say, that 
dope can lead only to physical 
and mental torture, degradation 
and possibly death. Parents, they 
add, should learn to recognize 
early symptoms of drug use. 

Dr. Lichtenstein says. that sus- 
picious symptoms which should 
be investigated include these: 


A child is markedly depressed, 
complains of aches and pains and 
fatigue, then  wunaccountably 
brightens up for brief periods 
and says he feels much better. 


A running, inflamed nose, vom- 
iting, lethargy, disinterest in the 
home and school .. . all are 
signs that the child may be tak- 
ing drugs. 

Perhaps the least of the physi- 
cal harm caused by drugs is the 
mass of scars and discolorations 
left on the emaciated bodies of 
the “mainliner” addicts.

They suck up the 
liquid in the eye-dropper, to 
which the hypodermic needle is 
attached, puncture a vein and in- 
ject. The effect is almost imme- 
diate. 


The “poppers” as distinguished 
from the “mainliners,” inject the 
drug under the skin. There is 
no sterilization, of course, and 
soon their bodies are covered 
with sores and scars.

Once again India has requested the 

United States for foodgrains—this time 
for 2,000,000 tons. There are certain 
aspects of India’s food situation with 
which Americans are not familiar.

But would it be wrong 
to expect India in the bargain to fall 
into line with the recommendations of 
the United Nations, whom India has 
flouted for practically three years over 
the Kashmir question, thereby continu- 
ing its quarrel with Pakistan and sap-

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Our Isolation in ‘Asia’ 

The reluctance, if not the distress, of the 
British in connection with the American. resolu- 
tion against China in the United Nations has 
been clearly manifested by Prime Minister Att- 
lee. He told the H of. Commons that .the 
British Government ‘i¢-ready to agree to the 
condemnation of the Chinese Communists for 
their support of North Korean aggression. But 
Britain is not ready, he added, to support eco- 
nomic sanctions, a naval blockade or other 
measures against China. Sage 

The issue was raised by former Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill.’ Both Mr. Churehill’s question 
and Mr. Attlee’s answer indicated that London 
is on its guard against anything which might 
weaken British-American relations. So the 
American resolution is sure: of Britain's vote. 

Yet there can be no doubt that the British do 
not want the resolution to be the first step in a 
series which might end in war against China. 
Mr. Attlee said that his Government is still hop- 
ing for a diplomatic settlement in Korea. 


That should also be the hope of Washington. 
Involvement in a Far Eastern war would be as 
dangerous for the United States as it would be 
for Great Britain. It would risk Western se- 
curity to an extent that ought to be out of the 
question to Western minds. It would be expos- 
ing the all-important center for the sake of dubi- 
ous advantage on the periphery. Only the 
Kremlin could applaud such a development. 

The Senate resolution urging the U.N. to brand 
China an aggressor, like that which passed the 
House, expresses the American people's sense of 


" outrage at China's intervention in Korea. But if 


it is permitted to obstruct a peaceful settlement 
in Asia, that sense of outrage could defeat the 
American people’s own best interests, which call 
for concentration of our strength in Europe. 


India’s Nehru has now made another urgent 
appeal for negotiation of Far Eastern. issues. 
He reminds us that India’s warning against 
crossing the thirty-eighth parallel went un- 
heeded, with disastrous consequences. He re- 
minds us that any. man who closes the door 
to negotiation takes on a fearful responsibility. 
He is convinced that the Chinese Communists 
are ready to seek a peaceful settlement. 


Nehru may be right or wrong on this, but 
the United States cannot afford. to ignore the 
wave of U.N. opinion for Asian negotiations to 
which we ourselves are committed. Not a single 
member of the Atlantic pact organization sup- 
ported Ambassador Austin in his ill-advised at- 
tempt to sidetrack the new Chinese message 
in favor of the American resolution against 
China. | 

Thus, American policy in the Far East has 
managed to isolate itself from both our best 
friends in Europe and our best potential friends 
in Asia, Is there not a warning here? Is there 
not ample ground for second thoughts? 


Courage in Madison County at Last 

Paul Simon, editor of the weekly Tribune at 
Troy, Ill., is only 22 years old. But he is far 
more courageous than many citizens of Madison 
county who are much older, much better estab- 
lished and much better equipped in resources to 
stand out for law and order. ' 

What Paul Simon has done is to use direct 
action in his campaign against the Burton-Lewis 
system of periodic “fines” for the operators of 
commercialized gambling. He has filed a com- 
plaint for a grand jury investigation into this 
whole patent dodge around the law, including 
the official conduct of former Sheriff Darras T. 
Harrell. What is more,. Mr. Simon has asked 
the secretary of the Illinois Bar Association to 
take disciplinary action against State’s Attorney 
Austin Lewis, The editor contends that Mr. 
Lewis’ failure to do his duty has brought Madi- 
son county’s legal profession “into ill repute.” 

Surely, here are jobs for both the Madison 
county grand jury and the Illinois State Bar 
Association. ‘The suspension of Warner Wall, 
State’s Attorney of Pulaski county, by order of

Gov. Forrest Smith has, made a -bad start on 
legislative redistricting by, appointing a ¢ommis- 
sion on which more than half the state is not 
represented. 

The Republican and Democratic state commit- 
tees nominated 20 members for the commission, 
from whom the Governor selected 10. He picked 
nobody from the Eighth congressional district 
sate nobody from either the Kansas 

y or the St. Louis congressional districts. He 
entrusted apportionment ‘in the State Senate 
to 10 men who speak for less than half the 
people of the state and who represent those 
sections which in any. fair redistricting would 
be bound to lose. 


The 1950 census shows that all of Missouri’s 
population gains during the last 10 years have 
taken place in the metropolitan ‘areas, while all 
its losses have taken place in the rural areas. 
Yet Gov. Smith turns over the redistricting de- 
cision to an exclusively rural commission. 

We do not say, of course, that commission 
selected by the Governor. cannot o’a fair job. 
If it has any sense of justice at wilt allot the 
new senatorial districts where the ‘people are, 
and its members will not permit their own place 
of residence to affect their judgment. 

Unfortunately, redistricting in the past has 
not always been decided on that high plane. 

_Over-representation of the rural areas, both in 
Congress and in the State Legislature, is a no- 
torious evil. To guard against perpetuation of 
the evil the Governor should have provided that 
the metropolitan areas would have at least some 
voice in the matter. He chose instead to freeze 

them out. 


By that decision he put some 1,700,000 metro- 
politan Missourians on notice that they stand in 
danger of being cheated out of their rightful 
voice in the State Senate.

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License ies Speed Demons 


State Senator Robinett's description of Mis- 
souri motorists “driving like speed demons into 
hell” has a fine oratorical ring, but compared to 
other states, relatively few Missouri drivers go 
where the Senator says they-do. Safety records 
do not mecessarily prove his case for a highway 
speed limit of 50 miles an hour by night and 60 
miles by day. Certainly the figures do not prove 
his case against a strong driver’s license law. 

The Mountain Grove Senator stated that Cali- 
fornia has a rigid driver’s license but “leads 
all other states in highway accident mortality.” 
But based on actual miles traveled by. motorists 
in each state, 25 states had more deaths than 
California in 1948. One of these Was Texas, 
which has flat speed limits like those proposed 
by Senator Robinett. 


National Safety Council .figures show that 
among the safest driving states were seven along 
the North Atlantic seaboard, which have par- 
ticularfy strict license laws. And Missouri, in 
spite of the Senator’s speed demons, had a bet- 
ter safety record according to miles traveled 
then all but 12 states—-not that anyone could be 
satisfied with it. 


Speed.limits, of course, are necessary for safe 
driving, but Missouri has a speed limit. Its 
statutes, like those of many other. states, provide 
for a “careful and prudent” rate of speed de- 
pending on road conditions. That might mean 
60 or 50, but also 65 or 25 miles an hour. 

There simply is no way to legislate safety into 
a motorist, either by speed laws or license: laws. 
Safefy is a matter of driving sense plus law en- 
forcement for those who have no sense. And it 
is just as easy for motorists to exceed a 60-mile 
limit as a prudent limit, especially if there is no 
highway: patrol car nearby. 


But Missouri needs a new driver’s license law, 
providing mental and physical tests, for two 
reasons. One is to prevent driving by persons 
of provable incompetence. As Gov. Smith has 
said, a person can be deaf, dumb ‘and blind and 
drive in this state now. 


The other reason for a new law is perhaps 
more important. It is to permit better enforce- 
ment of whatever traffic laws we do have. Rep- 
resentative Columbo of St. Louis has offered a 
license bill to accomplish this. His measure 
would absolutely require the revocation of li- 
censes of drivers found guilty of major traffic 
violations. 


Assuredly a man can pass a license examina- 
tion and: still be dangerous behind the wheel. 
But if he proves to be dangerous, his license to 
drive should be taken away from him and he 
ought to be kept off the ‘road. .The Legislature 
should pass an honest license law to help Mis- 
souri rid itself of highway ruthlessness.

Dirty campaign tactics such as those used against Senator Tydings 
call for public controls; House committee offers sound approach; 
it would erase outdated limit on election funds but require finan- 
cial report both from candidates and their unofficial supporters.

An Unrealistic Limit. 


Twenty-five years ago Congress tried. 
through the Federal Cornfipt Practices Act 
of 1925, to put a ceiling on election cam- 
paign expenditures. Yet it is probably 
safe to say that that act was violated or 
circumvented in many if not in most con- 
gressional contests last November, 

A limit of $3,000,000 was set on the 
amount which national political commit- 
tees could receive or spend in any year. 
Candidates for the House of Representa- 
tives could spend up to a maximum of 
$5,000 and candidates for the Senate up 
to a maximum of $25,000. 

The trouble with these figures is that 
they are completely unrealistic. They were 
fixed, without a great deal of thought, at 
a time when a dollar would buy a good 
deal more than at present, when the 
number of voters was much smaller and 
when the means of communication were 
much less slaborate and expensive.

The circumvention commonly employed 
is the formation of voluntary and often 
quite unofficial committees to raise cam- 
paign funds and engage in publicity for 
candidates. Thus, for-example, Senator 
Taft spent only $1529 out of his own pocket 
to get re-elected in November, according 
to his report to the Senate Campaign Ex- 
penditures Committee. But various com- 
mittees swelled the spending in his behalf 
to $243,740. 

The House Campaign Expenditures 
Committee has come up with what seems 
a thoroughly sensible and realistic ap- 
proach to this'problem. It suggests that 
the limit on expenditures be entirely elim- 
inated or ‘at least substantially increased. 
As _ a substitute method of regulation it 
wotld require full disclosure of all money 
raised and spent in the course of a cam- 


paign. 
The Curb of Opinion. 


~ This would mean development of a uni- 
form standard of reporting, painstaking 
examination of candidates’ statements and 
publication of such statements locally as 
well as in* Washington. Public opinion 
could then. operate as an effective curb 
on excesses. 

To make this work, it would be neces- 
sary to take into account all fund-raising 
and. spending hy voluntary groups. Any 
attempt to limit these would run into se- 
rious constitutional objections. But the 
House committee recommends that any 
group or organization which collects or ex- 
pends funds in a candidate’s behalf should 
be required first to secure his written 
authorization and to file with Congress a 
statement of its purposes and its officers.

What About Volunteers? 


This arrangement would have the added 
benefit of fixing responsibility for the be- 
havior of volunteer political groups.

Eisenhower's task when he re- 
turns will not be an easy one: 
When he goes before Cofgress, 
he will be pressed hard to give 
the kind of iron-clad assurances 
that Congress longs to hear. His 
problem then will be to say 
enough without saying too much. 


Reliance on Diplomacy. 


For he will know, as any real- 
ist must know, that there is no 
guarantee of security in any plan 
of defense in the present perilous 
state of the world. But along with 
America’s top military command, 
Eisenhower believes it is impera- 
tive to try to save for the defense 
of the West America’s allies in 
Western Europe with their great 
industrial complex and their re- 
sources of men and materials. 


This is a great gamble. But it 
is less of a gamble, in the view 
of military men, than the Gibral- 
tar concept of fallling back to a 
bastion in the Western Hemis- 
phere. The latter, as they see it, 
means a certain conflict on the 
most impossible terms. 

Avoiding one of those final, 
positive statements that Congress 
presses for, Eisenhower will have 
to give his opinion on the de- 
fense of Western Europe with 
the assistance of American divi- 
sions. No one can doubt that 
with his prestige and his capaci- 
ties as a soldier-diplomat he will 
be able to do this to the satis- 
faction of almost everyone. 


Gamble on Russians. 


On the basis of his findings 
thus far, Eisenhower tends to 
confirm the estimate for addi- 
tional American. troops that had 
been tentatively worked out be- 
ore his departure. As was stated 
recently in this space, that is 
four new American divisions to 
be sent to Europe in the next nine 
to 16 months. This would make a 
total of six American divisions 
in Western Germany by the 
spring of 1952. 

The biggest gamble is on 
whether Russia means to move 
in Europe in 1951 in order to 
prevent this accretion of power. 
Neither. Eisenhower nor anyone 
else outside the secret fastness 
of the Kremlin in Moscow can

Communists Take Notice. 


The Communist leadership cor- 
rectly recognizes the high i- 
cance of Eisenhower’s mission in 
rebuilding European confidence. 
That is the reason for the demon- 
strations in Rome and Paris. 

It is also the reason for the 
new barrage of Soviet propaganda 
aimed at France and Britain. This 
fear propaganda linked to the 
question of the Soviet treaties 
with the two countries is intended 
to undermine and destroy the con- 
fidence and co-operation Eisen- 
hower is helping to build. It is 
designed to convince opinion, 
both in Western Europe and 
America, that co-operation will 
mean war. 

To stand up to thé barrage will 
take the kind of resolution and 
singleness of purpose that Eisen- 
hower has shown in his current 
mission.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP)— 
The man-killing Korean winter 
may be the strong ally which 
holds the Communist enemy there 
in check until Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s divisions can be built up 
to normal strength next spring. 

A high Army officer, asked 
today why the military here and 
in Korea appeared to be taking a 
more optimistic view of the war, 
replied: 

“Winter is fighting for us.” . 

He said battlefield checks show 
an increasing mortality among 
enemy troops from the bitter 
weather of Korea, a rate great 
enough ta have significant mili- 
tary importance.

But the clothing 
equipment of American 
troops is the best in the world, 
the Army claims—certainly far 
better than that of the Chinese 
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Red forces, even though they are 

trained and experienced in fight-

Communist prisoners have been 
found wearing tennis shoes.

Gregory R. Lucy, at 38, Is Youngest Head" 
of Hotel Sales Management Group—and Those 
Conventions Are Big Business in His Field 


By Dickson Terry 


HEN Gregory R. Lucy, sales 

manager of the Jefferson 

Hotel, was elected interna- 
tional president of the Hotel Sales 
ange ewer Association recently, 
he achieved a couple of notable 
firsts. At 38, he is the youngest 
man ever elected to the office, 
and he is the first man ever to 
be elected from a hotel west of 
the Mississippi river. 

Impressed by such an achieve- 
ment, and interested in finding 
out just what a sales manager in 
a hotel sells, I dropped around 
to see Lucy in his office on the 
second floor of the Jefferson. 

He is a trim, rather precise man 
of medium build, who looks even 
younger than his 38 years but 
acts older. He has dark hair with 
no gray in it, wears rimless 
glasses and dark suits with con- 
servative ties. 

He came tu St. Louis from Bis- 

marck, Mo., where he was born, 
and — to Cleveland and Soldan 
high schools. 
While in his teens he thought 
he wanted to be a publisher and 
did edit and publish an inter- 
school magazine. Later he put out 
two small local magazines, one 
called “The St. Louisan” and the 
other called “The Jeffersonian.” 
It was through the latter maga- 
zine, published for the Jefferson 
Hotel, that he got a yen for the 
hotel business. He went to Cor- 
nell University and took special 
courses in hotel management. In 
1937 he got a job at the Jefferson 
as assistant sales manager, and in 
1944 was = + ap manager. 


UCY was not surprised that I 

didn’t know what hotel sales 

managers sell, Most . people 
don’t, he said, and most people 
ask the same question. “Briefly,” 
he explained, “the answer is 
rooms, food, drinks and space.” 

“Hotels,” he elucidated, “grew 
a multiplied along with modern 

tion and an increased 
je for better food and lodge 
ing. In fact, they overdid it. Too 
many hotels were built during the 
twenties. During the thirties, 80 
per cent of American hotels went 
through some sort of financial re- 
organization. Even then, a hotel 
in the thirties could break even 
with a 65 per cent occupancy. But 
not any more. At present day 
prices of labor, food, liquor, fur- 
niture, carpets, plumbing, heat- 
ing, china, silver and the thousand 
and one items purchased by a 
hotel, we have to have an 84 per 
cent occupancy to stay in busi- 
ness. 

“So, selling thousands of rooms 
in America’s hotels is a major 
job. In addition to rooms, I sell 
banquets, luncheons and break- 
fasts, space for dances, recep- 
tions, card parties, meetings, auto 
shows, commercial and scientific 
exhibits and, of course, conven- 
tions.” | 

Conventions, I learned, is the 
field where Lucy hits his stride. 
They're his favorite subject and 
he can talk about them indefi- 
nitely, quoting figures like an 
IBM machine. “They’re big busi- 
ness,” he says with a gleam in 
his eye. “Why, every year the 
hotels in America are filled with 
10,000,000 convention visitors, 
and the host city receives an av- 
erage of $93.69 in ‘new money’ 
from each delegate.” 

St. Louis, I learned, claims, 
alorig with Columbus, Philadel- 
phia and several other cities to 
be the fourth best convention city 
in the country. No one disputes 
that Atlantic City is first, New 
York second and Chicago third. 

“Last year,” Lucy told me with- 
out looking at a note, “St. Louis 
was host to 302 conventions with 
a total attendance of almost 100,- 
000 persons. These (and here he 
had to look up a few figures) in-

cluded nine educational assem- 
blies, 165 industrial and trade 
meetings, 39 medical, public 
health and scientific meetings; 
22 religious and cultural groups, 
18 governmental groups, 16 mili- 
tary and veterans conferences, 
three political conventions, 20 
fraternal groups and nine sports 
meetings. 

“A recent survey,” he continued 
while he still had the figures 
before him, “shows that the con- 
vention dollar is spent about as 
follows: 27 cents in restaurants, 
25 cents to the hotel, 20 cents in 
retail stores, eight cents for bev- 
erages, with the rest divided pret- 
ty evenly between automobile 
servicing, sightseeing and local 
goods and services.” 

When I expressed some sur- 
prise at the comparatively low 
figure for drinks, Lucy hastened 
to explain that conventions aren't 
what they used to be. There was 
a time, he said, when a conven- 
tion was just an excuse for the 
old man to get away from home 
and do a lot of drinking. A half 
dozen delegates attended the busi- 
ness meetings while the other 
500 or so convened in the bar or 
devoted themselves with great 
sincerity of purpose to trying to 
tear up the hotel. 

Now, he said, it’s the other way 
around. There are still some or- 
ganizations which have a reputa- 
tion for general hell-raising, but 
90 per cent of today’s conventions 
are serious affairs. In fact, now- 
adays nine men out of 10 bring 
their wives along, which Lucy 
considers very significant.

ONVENTION-snaring I learned 
is quite an art.

convention and promoting the 
idea of coming to St. Louis for 
the next one. If there are St. 
Louis members of the organiza- 
tion, they try to work through 
them. They provide promotional 
material telling about St. Louis 
and what it has to offer. If it is 
a really big organization, an elab- 
orate brochure is prepared and 
passed around, and sometimes 
Rein or Lucy will go to the con- 
vention and do a little spade 
work.
